2. The terminal disclaimer filed on 29 December 2004 disclaiming the terminal 
portion of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the 
expiration date of U.S. Patent NO. 6,710,839 has been reviewed and is accepted. The 
terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Although, the best prior art of record to Zhang [US 5,995,189], Matsumoto [US 

6,211,534], and Oishi [US 6,532,055] disclose a liquid crystal display device comprising 
a substrate, data lines, switching elements, pixel electrodes, however, Zhang, 
Matsumoto, and Oishi taken alone or in combination of other references, fail to 
specifically teach or fairly suggest that substrate includes a plurality of connection 
terminals which are formed on a first side and are connected to an external circuit, first 
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and second gate-line pull-around lines which are respectively formed on the picture 
frame regions at close to the first second and third sides in the direction toward the first 
side, and first and second common lines which are respectively formed on the picture 
frame regions at the second and third sides and connect the plurality storage lines each 
other, a gate wiring pattern which is constituted of the plurality of gate lines and the first 
and second gate-line pull-around lines and a storage wiring pattern which is constituted 
of the plurality of storage lines and the first and second common lines are formed into 
wiring patterns which do not cross each other, as set forth in the claims.
